LONDON, June 21.—The outstanding 
feature of the second session of the Im- 
perial Conference which was held today 
et 10 Downing Street was an address 
by General Jan Christian Smuts; Pre- 
mier of the Union of South Africa, who 
rose:to the full height of his reputation 
as a statesman of bgoad vision and high 
ideals. 

His. speech came late in the order of 
the day’s proceedings, Which had at in- 
tervals. threatened to fall ‘somewhat 
below the exalted standard expected at a 
meeting of this kind, where the future of 
the world not less than the destinies of 
the British Empire is necessarily the 
object of consideration. 

General Smuts’s address made a most 
profound impression. His picture of the 
new world that had followed after the 
War and of the displacement’ that had 


* eccurred in the relative positions of old 


Europe and the, rest of the world -was 
drawn with bold strokes which in the 
main carried conviction. 

His view \of the preponderant réle 
which America is bound to play in the 
future was suggested rather than broad- 
ly delineated and it is only ‘from a full 
report of the. speech that a clear idea, 
of his argument can be obtained. - 


Smuts Says Peace Is Greatest Need. 


General Smuts developed the argument 
that what the world today most needed 
‘was peace. The British Empire had no 
military aims to serve and no militar- 
istic ideals, and it should be.the main, 
in fact the only, object. of British policy 
40 secure teal peace for the empire and 
the world generally. Much had’ been 
done to bring about settlement with Ger- 
‘many which he hoped would prove final 
and workable. That was a great ad- 
vance, said Smuts, who then continued 
textually: 

‘“The other great advance that has 
been made—and it. is an enormous ad- 
Vvance—is the final disarmament of Ger- 
fany. That the greatest military em- 
tag that ever existed in history should 

reduced ‘to a peace establishment of 
100,000 men is something which I eton- 
sidered practically impossible, It is a 
great achievement, so far-reaching in- 
deed that it ought to become the basis 
of a new departure in world policy. 

‘‘ We cannot stop with Germany. We 


‘annot stop with the disarmament of 


Germany. It is impossible for us to con- 
tinue to envisage the future of the world 
from the point of view of war. I believe 


, it is impossible for us to contemplate the 


piling up of armaments in the future of 


.the world and the exhaustion of our 


very limited remaining resources in 
order to carry out a policy of that kind. 

‘Such a policy would be criminal It 
‘would be the betrayal of the causes for 
which we fought during the war. And 
if we emba on such a policy it would 
be our undoing. If we were to go for- 
Ward into the future staggering under 
the load of military and naval arma- 
ments while owr competitors in Central 
Europe were free from the incubus of 
great. armies we should be severely 
handicapped and in the end we should 
have the fruits of victory lost to us by 
our post-war policy. 

‘‘ Already circumstances are develop- 
ing on these lines. Already under 
operation of inexorable economic fac- 
tors we find that the position is develop- 
ing to the advantage of Central Europe. 
Depreciation of their currencies, uni- 
versal depreciation of currencies, and 
ungettlément of the exchanges are hav- 
ing the effect of.a practical repudiation 
of liabilities on the part of a large part 
of the continent. If we add to our 
financial responsibilities and have in 
‘addition to pile on fresh burdens of new 
armies and navies, I am afraid the 
future for us is very dark indeed and 
we shall in the long run lose. 

‘““We have won on the field of battle. 
Armaments depend upon. policy, and 
therefore I press very strongly that our 
policy should be such as to make a race 
for armaments impossible. That should 
be the cardinal feature of our foreign 
policy. We should not go into the 
future under this awful handicap of 
having to support great armaments, 
build new fleets’and raise new armies 
while our economic competitors are free 
of that liability under the Peace Treaty. 


Most Fatal Mistake of All. 

“The most fatal mistake of all, in my 
humble opinion, would be a race of 
armaments against America. America 
is the nation that is closest to us in all 
the human ties. The Dominions look 
upon her as the oldest of-them. She is 
the. relation with whom we most closely

DENOUNCES SHIPPINGBOARD 


Bitter Fight on: Irish Question 
Starts When Committee Rejects 
Boycott on English Goods. 


DENVER, June 21.—The American 
Federation ‘of Labor went on record 
today’ as favoring total exclusion of 
Japanese and other Orientals from the 
United States. 

The Executive Council was instructed 
to: take steps to prevent any modifica- 
tion of the Chinese exclusion act, and 
urged to work for the repeal of the 
** gentlemen’s agreement’’ with Japana 

“(The ‘ gentlemen’s agreement’ has 
proven a failure because the Japanese 
in a cunning and stealthy manner have 
outwitted the intent of the law,” said 
the approved declaration. 
‘“*In California alone there are over 
100,000 Japanese. ‘This peril is not only 
@ serious conditign for California, but 
it is a positive menace to our entire 
nation... 
Ke 
is fully justified in taking a firm stand 
to do away with the ‘ gentlemen's 
agreement’ and in its place inaugurate 
a definite policy calling for total ‘ex- 
Japanése, with all other 
orientala,’’ 


Says Gevernment Fosters Non-Union 
\ Shop. 

The.. Government: was charged with 
‘** fostering and perpetuating ’' the non- 
union shop in a resolution adopted by 
the convention commending the Sea- 
men’s Union for refusing to submit ‘to 
the alleged ‘“‘open shop” policy of the 
United States Shipping, Board. 

‘‘The Snipping Board will permit 
union men, to work and live,’’ the decla- 
ration said, ‘‘ only upon: condition that 
they be' sufficiently submissive to: the 
non-union men: and strikebreakers to - 
tolerated by them.’’ 

‘Hiding behind a smoke screen "ot 
hostility to union labor,’’ the resolution 
said, the Shipping Board was ‘‘ torpedo- 
ing the merchant marine and sea power 
of the United States.’’ 

Andrew Furuseth, President of the 
Seamen's Union, protested the action of 
the Shipping. Board in establishing the 
‘‘open shop” as ‘‘ part of a conspiracy 
to: destroy the American merchant ma- 
rine.’’ 

“The question of wage is secondary 
in this controversy,’’ said Mr. Furuseth, 
“but that of conditions is primary. 
They are’ primary because of the 
interest of the whole American public. 

‘‘The seamen are more interested in 
the American merchant, marine than in 
the question of wages. 

Mr, Furuseth declared that the ‘sea- 
men were willing to adjust their differ- 
ences at anytime around the confer- 
ence table, but the shipowners had re- 
fused this privilege. 

The veteran seaman was cheered 
when he declared that ih the contest 
with the shipowners he ‘“‘ would do 
nothing Pencapeensnny wrong, if I have 
to go to jail for it.

Special Cable. to THE New Yorx Times, 
LONDON, June 21.—The King and 

Queen left London today on their way 

to Belfast to open the Ulster Parliament 

amid cheers and cries of ‘‘ Come safe 
home again.’’

Ulster Rejoices Amid Streng Guards.

BELFAST, June 21—Enthusiastic loy- 
alty and nervoqus apprehension are 
mixed in a curious fashton in the prep- 
arations Belfast is making for‘ the visit 
of the King. and. Queen tomorrow. The 
usual ‘flags and decorations have been 
hung along the streets the royal pro- 


‘cession will trayerse and there are all 


the outward signs of public festivity, 
but special precautions against any un- 
toward event aré much in evidence. Not 
only Will the streets be lined .with sol- 
diers, Royal Irish Constabulary, Black 
and Tans at two paces intervals, but 
stout barriers of wood have been erected 
along every foot of the way, giving the 
procession a clear roadway from forty 
to sixty feet. wide, f 

The authorities have no fear of an or- 
ganized demonstration even in this feud- 
ridden city. The troops lining the side- 
walks will have thelr magazines full of 
cartridges, and fifty armored cars will 
patrol the streets in the suspected sec- 
tions. But there is always a chance of 
a fanatical sniper though, ‘‘ and _ it’s 
short shrift he will be getting,’’ the loyal 
Belfasters say if asked about it. So the 
police are particularly careful about 
houses and stands along the royal route. 
Every householder has had to give them 
a list of the persons on ‘his premises. 
Every roof will have guards upon it, 
and none but police may be on rogfs-to- 
morrow without special permits. 

With all these consequences of civil 
war spoiling her day of rejoicing, Ulster 
is trying to make tomorrow 2 national, 
Six counties 
of Ireland are acquiring self-government 
and the rest-can have it if they wish. 

One of the notable omissions, indeed, 
in the official program is that, when 
prayer is offered as the Ulster Parlia- 
ment opens, Episcopal, Presbyterian and 
Methodist ministers but no Roman Cath- 
olic will officiate. That, it is contended, 
is the fault not of the new Government 
but of the abstaining Sinn Fein and 
Nationalist members. 

But great care has been taken to keep 
the Ulster spirit in the background. In 
the decorations, for instance, both pub- 
lic and private, it is the national, not 
the Ulster note, that is struck. Only 
once or twice along three miles of be- 
flagged streets are the orange colors to 
be seen, and everywhere else the red, 
white and blue shields-of the Dominions 
and the flags of the Allies, with a very 
considerable proportion of American en- 
signs, havé been used. 

In the same spirit the ceremony to be 
observed tomorrow is copied as closely 
as possible from that used at Wesmin- 
ster. The King is to take thé throne in 
the new Senate as he and his predeces- 
sors have for centuries taken the ‘throne

Man Posing as Messenger Gets $50,000 
In Securities from Redmond & .Co., Brokers 





Shortly attar 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon a stockily built, undersized man 
about 21 years old entered’ the office of 
Redmond & Co., brokers, at 81 Pine 
Street, and, posing as a messenger sent 
by the Broad Exchange Messenger Com- 
pany of 64 Broad Street, obtained $50,000 
in negotiable securities from the mana- 
ger, with which he decamped. . 

The package given to the man com- 
| prised thirty-nine certificates of stocks 
and bonds which were to. be. delivered 
to brokers in the vicinity. It ‘was not 
until the manager received inquirios 
about the securities that he knew the 
messenger was a thief. bd

of the messenger company used by the 
stranger had not been ew ey ene 
officials of that compan 
ractice. The _ police af the a gitp 
tion were norified immediately: 
While _ detectives were hurryizig 
through the Wall Street district in quest 
of the thief a message containing the

curities was transmitted over the ticker 
to the banks and brokerage houses with 
a@ request that. the man be held for the 
police if he offered any of them for sale. 

It was not until the close of the 
market that the identity of the victim 
of the robbery became known. The 
police and officials of the surety. com- 
pany by which Redmond & Co. were 
bonded maintained an attitude of se- 
crecy. e man was described to the 
police by. the manager of Redmond & 
Co. as being about 5 feet, 6 inches tall, 
weighing about 148 pounds and wearing 
a black suit.

House to Consider Borah Plan: Senate to. > Vote 
Appropriations Cut, in Nawy Bill Compromise 





WASHINGTON, June 21.—The dead- 
Jock’ between the Senate and House 
ever the. Naval Appropriation bill was 
kroken today when the House conferees 
indicated their willingness to accept for 
House consideration the Borah disarma- 
meht proposal. and the Senate con- 
ferees virtually agreed to abandon all 
except some $8,000,000 or $10,000,000 of 
the $98,000,000 they added to the 
original House figure of $396,000,000. 

For the first time in a week the 
representatives of the two houses met 
together. The attitude of the Senate 
conferees since the day when the 
House conferees, headed by Representa- 
tive Kelly of Michigan, went on strike 
and walked out, was materially altered. 
The Senators were in a much. more 
conciliatory attitude. It is believed that 
the conference report will be offered 
to the House as early as Thursday. 

Besides the difference between the 
conferees over the. respective mrits of 
the Borah and Porter disarmament 
plans, there has been a dissension over 
the size of the personnel of the, mavy. 
The House had set 100,000 as enough, 
but the Senate considered this number 


20,000 too few. It was understood to- 
night that the House conferees’ have 
agreed to add some 5,000 men for naval 
aviation to the 100,000 and that the re- 
port will be offered with a personnel 
of 105,000. It is said the total 
propriations in the bill will be - 
000,000 o 10,000,000.

JUSTICE FORD SUES 
APPELLATE DIVISION 


Charges Unlawful Discrimina- 
tion in Assigning Him to 
Supreme Court Work. 


JASKS FOR AN INJUNCTION 


Declares He Has Been Unfairly 
Treated and His Reputation 
and Standing Damaged. 


Supreme Court Justice John Ford, who 
has been contending for several months 
that the members of the Appellate Divis- 
fon have been unfair to him and to other 
Justices in the assignments given them, 
took his grievance into court yesterday 
when he filed an application for an in- 
junction in the Supreme Court in Brook- 
lyn. Concluding his complaint he says: 

* Wherefore the plaintiff demands that 
the defendants be enjoined from con- 
tinuing thelr unlawful discrimination 
against him, that they be required to 
exercise the power conferred on them by 
Section 2 of Article VI. of the Constitu- 
tion in accordance Swith t!: true spirit 
and intent of that instrument, that they 
‘be directed, in.making assignments of 
Justices of the Supreme Court, to do so 
in such manner as will afford plaintiff 
opportunity to perform all the functions 
of his office by doing his fair share of 
all the work of the Supreme Court, and 
that plaintiff have such other and fur- 
ther relief as may be found to be just 
and proper.’ 

Justice Ford names as defendants Pre- 
siding Justice Clarke and Justices 
Laughlin, Dowling, Walter Lioyd Smith, 
Page, Merrell and Greenbaum, ‘as a 
board: or body exercising the power to 
assign Justices to hold terms of the Su- 
preme Court.’’ 


Says Discretion Is Abused. 


His complaint says that the defendants 
“claiming and asserting the absolute 
right and power to’ assign each Justice 
to such class of court work and at such 
times and for such periods as to the 
defendants in their unqualified discre- 
tion seem desirable, have so assigned 
the plaintiff annually for fifteen years 
over his protest and in abuse of’ any dis- 
cretion lawfully vested in them, and in 
so doing they have unlawfully discrimi- 
nated against him and in effect prevented 
him from fully performing the functions 
of his office and withheld from him the 
opportunity to fully enjoy the advan- 
tages, the honor ahd, the dignity of his 
position as a Justi of the Supreme 
Court.”’ L 

Justice Ford attached to his complaint 
@ table showing his assignments from 
1907 to 1921 and alleges that he has 
been assigned to the trial of tort and 
contract cases for a greater share of the 
time than a ‘‘ fair division of the work 
of .the court called for,’’ and has been 
assigned to special term and other work 
for a shorter time than was fair. The 
complaint alleges further: 

‘‘That the work of the court which is 
moat desirable and interesting and which 
requires the highest qualifications in a 
Justice and the widest knowledge of the 
law is/done in those parts of the court 


| from which plaintiff either has been en- 


tirely excluded or to which he has not 
been assigned during a fair share of the 
time, 

‘‘ That plaintiff is informed and verily 
believes that the defendants intend to 
continue, such discrimination against 
plaintiff im the future. 


Asserts Law Is Unconstitutional. 


“That Section & of the judiciary law 
in so far as it seems to authorize such 
acts of the defendants is unconstitu- 
tional. 

‘That plaintiff has suffered and will 
continue to suffer great and irreparable 
dafnage in the premises by such unlaw- 
ful discrimination and by being pre- 
vented by the defendants from doing his 
fair share of the work of a Supreme 
Court Justice.in all the’ branches of such 
work for the performing of which he

MORE SHIPS ADDED 
TO MYSTERY LIST 


Almost ‘Simultaneous Disap- 
-pearance Without a Trace Re- 
garded as Significant. 


FOUL PLAY IN DEERING CASE 


State Department Goes on Réc- 
ord as Suspecting It in the 
Fate of the Crew.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The, nantes 
of three other vessels which have disap- 
peared off the Atlantic coast of the 
United States im mysterious © circum- 
stances were added by the Department 
of Commerce today to the list of those. 
whose failure to appear is attributed by 
the Goverriment to circumstances #idre- 
or less related to the supposed kidnap- 
ping of the crew of ‘the American 
schooner Carroll A. Deering off Dia- 
mond Shoals, North Carolina, last Jan- 
uary. It is ngt asserted that all the 
missing vessels were the victims of pi- 
rates or possibly Bolshevist sympathiz- 
ers intending: to dispose of ships and 
Ncargoes to the Government of Soviet 
Russia, but the fact that all these ves- 
sels disappeared at about the same time, 
and that noné of them left a trace is 
considered significant. 

Four of the missing ships disappeared 
off the Sovutthern. Atlantic Coast in 
February. Three of them sailed from 
Norfolk about the same time. Ordi- 
narily ships that disappear leave some 
trace either in the way of boats, wreck- 
age or dead bodies, but it is said that 
none of the ships added to the list today 
left any trace whatever. They werc 
sunk ‘‘spurlos versenkt,” as the. Ger- 
mans expressed the effort of their sub- 
marines to leave no tell-tale vestige of 
merchant vessels ‘they sent to the bot- 
tom. ane 


Disappearance of Yute and Albyan. 


Two of the vessels whose disappear- 
ence has made the Government authori- 
ties suspicious since they learned re- 
cently of the kidnapping of the Deer- 
ing’s crew off Diamond Shoals in Janu- 
ary are the Spanish steamer Yute and 
the, Russian bark Albyan. 

The Yute sailed from Baltimore for 
Dunkirk on Nov. 14, 1920. On Nov. 17 
she was heard calling for help and gave 
her position as about 240 miles off the 
New Jersey coast. Government vessels 
and other ships put out to her assist- 
arce, but were never able to get any 
trace of her. 

The Albyan sailed from Norfolk for 
Gothenberg.on Oct. 1. She has never 
been heard from, and not the slightest 
trace of any wreckage from her has been 
found. 

These were the four ships that disap- 
peared-in February : 

The Italian steamer Monte San 
Michele, from New York, Feb. 2, for 
Gibraltar. 

The Brazilian steamer ‘Cabedello, from 
Norfolk. Feb. 3, for Oram. 

The British steamer Esperanza de 
Larrinaga from Norfolk, Feb. 3, . for 
Reggio. * 

The - British tank steamer Ottawa, 
from Port’ Lobos for Manchester; 
stopped. at Norfolk and sailed thence 
Feb. 2; was in wireless communication 
on Feb. 6 with the steamer Dorlington 
Court and since then has never been 
heard from.

Although more than 1,000 policemen 
will be on guard to prevent any hostile 
demonstration today against Rear Ad- 
miral William S. Sims for the remarks 
attributed to him at a dinner in London, 
and official announcement has been 
-made that sympathizers and critics will 
be barred from the pier where he is to 
land from ths White Star Line steam- 
ship Olympic this morning, both the/Irish 
organization which took offense at his 
speech and the volunteer committee of 
sympathizers went ahead yesterday’ with, 
arrangements to extend a real or mock 
welcome to the Admiral. 

It seemed last night a safe prediction 
that a good many thousand persons, ac- 
tuated by diverse motives, would gather 
to see the Admiral land here on his way 
back to Washington to explain his 
speech to Sécretary of the Navy Denby, 
probably a much greater number than 
welcomed him when he returned after 
the armistice as commander of the 
American fleet. . 

Captain B. J. Shanley, Secretary of 
the New York ‘Council of the American 
Association for the Recognition. of the 
Irish Republic, and in the absence of 
Major Michael A. Kelly, the head of the 
anti-Sims demonstration, said that the 
members of the conmmittee named vo try 
to present a copy of sarcastic resolutiong 
to Admiral Sims had obtained pier pass~- 
es and would attempt to reach him as 
soon as he stepped off the ship. 

Weon’t Tell Whe Gave “ Passes.” 

Captain Héftived to tell how OF 
from ‘whom fhése passes were obtained, 
and it was said that no such passes had 
been. issued by either the White Star 
Line-or the. Collector of the Port. It 
also was said by officials that it was 
very unlikely the committee had any 
such passes. 

Caspar Whitney, organizer of a volun- 
teer committee of Sims ‘admirers, 
seemed to believe that it was possible. 
“ With Hylan Mayor of New York and 
Enright Police Commissioner, anything 
is possible for the Irish,’’ Mr. Whitney 
said, ‘‘I would not be surprised if they 
got on the pier and Had front seats. The 
pier, however, will be closed to every 
one else, as well as West Street in 
front of the pier. Our information is 
that control of the pier has been taken 
away from the Collector of the Port and 
the White Star Line and is entirely in 
the hands of the police.’’ 

Police Commissionér Enright announced 
the plan for safeguarding Admiral Sims 
and expressed.confidence that the police 
would be able to handle any situation 
which might arise. ‘‘ We will have over. 
1,000 p&trolmen in and~around the pier 
and at the Pennsylvania Railroad Sta- 
tion,”’ he said. “We don’t expect any 
trouble, but we will have enough men 
to meet any situation. If any one is 
looking for trouble, he wil} get ‘it. 
While the Admiral is in New York, he 
will be protected by this department.’ 

As announced at headquarters, the pe- 
lice arrangements seemed very complete. 
The Olympic will dock at Pier 59, Hud- 
son River, the foot of West Twenty-sec- 
ond Street, probably about 10 o'clock, 
the exact time depending upon her re- 
lease from Quarantine. She will be met 
in the harbor by police launches in com- 
mand of Inspector James W. Hallock, 
head of the Marine Division. 


Mounted Eecort All the Way. 


The thousand policemen will be divid- 
ed between the pier and railroad sta- 
tion and along the route which Admiral 
Sims must pass in going from one to 
the other. A detail of mounted police-4 
men is to be at the plier and will escort | 
the Admiral to, the railroad station, | 
from where he will start for Washing- 
ton as soon as possible. The police will 
be in command of Inspectors James 8. 
Bolan, John O’Brien and Byron R. 
Sackett. 

Crowds will not be permitted to gather 
at either the pier or station, and visitors 
to either neighborhood are to be kept 
moving. <A lane to the pier will be 
cleared so that there will be no chance 
to block Admiral Sims’s departure,~ 

Captain Shanley said that at least 2,000

crease in Butchers’ Prices.

BERNE, . June 21.—The campaign 
against profiteering is taking form in 
Switzerland. President Schult-Hess has 
announced in Parliament that butchers 
who ‘in 1919 were content with a profit 
of one to two francs per kilo on meat 
are now selling inferior qualities at more 
than two hundred per cent. profit. Thus 
meat which costs the “butchers two 
francs fifty centimes and two francs 
seventy centimes per kilo is sold to the 
consumer at six francs. 

The federal government, however, 
leaves to the cantonal government the 
business of taking measures against this 
profiteering. The price of meat is so 
high in Switzerland that middle-class 
people with small incomes can hardly 
efford good. jointe. ° 

In Geneva, where veal and beef are 
nine francs a kilo, nearly every butcher 

a private:motor car and'a country 
residence, and what is true of the 
butchers of Calvin's city is true in other 
parts of Switzerland. ; :

WOMAN DROWNED IN A WELL. 


Husband Plunges In to Save Her 
and He, Too, Almost-Loses Life.

MANDATE REPORTS SOUGHT 


American Co-operation Lacking as

GENEVA, June 21 (Associated Press). 
—The Council of the League of Nations 
is proceeding with arrangements for the 
installation of the permanent. interna- 
tional court of justice, in full confidence 
that sufficient ratifications will be re- 
ceived ‘to put the plan in,effect before 
the meeting of the Assembly in Septem- 
ber. 

The Cotincil today heard the report ot 
the Secretariat and members regarding 
the progress of ratifications. The work 
is well under way in a large majority 
of the States.: Twenty-four ratifica- 
tions are, required to put the statutes 
in effect, and these are assured, accord- 
ing to . the Council's information, the 
Hedjaz making the twenty-fourth Coun- 
try whose ratification is certain. 

None of the Central. or South Ameri- 
can States is reckoned in this number, 
as the Legislatures of these countries, 
for the most paftt, are not in session, 
Some ratifications from Central and 
South America, however, are expected, 
Bolivia is thé latest country to sign 
the Court’s protocol, bringing the total 
to thirty-nine. Among the members 
that have not yet signed the protocol 
Nicaragua and

Will Ask Mandatories to Report.

League Invitatfon Goes Astray. 


The invitation of the League for the 
United States to participate in the 
“white slave ’’ conference here in July 
has gone astray between the League of- 


fices in: this city and Washington. The 
League has a Swiss postal receipt for the 
registered letter containing the invita- 
tion, but the letter never reached the 
American capital. 

Controversial hearings relative to pro- 
tests lodged with the League by Albania 
regarding alleged Greek and Jugoslav 
encroachments upon the frontiers of that 
country were continued by the Council at 
executive sessions today. It is expected 
that the dispute between Poland and 
Lithuania retative to the future status 
of the city of Vilna and thé surround- 
ing country will be taken up next. 

The Consultative Military Commission 
is. examining the military situation in 
Hungary in connection with the applica- 
tion of that country for admission to 
the League. Colonel Neves, representing 
Brazil, is Chairman of this commission, 
which expects to complete its draft of a 
report on disarmament soon. 


Central American Union Problem, 


The creation vf a Federation of Cen- 
tral America has raised the question 
whether Salvador, Honduras, Guatemala 


and Costa Rica, in entering upon a new 
independent sovereign State, will lose 
their separate memberships in the 
League of Nations. Salvador has sub- 
mitted this question to the League for 
a ruling. ; 

A banking group of Great Britain, 
France, Norway, Sweden, Denmark and 
Holland has agreed to make important 
advances to Austria under the finan- 
cial scheme of the League’s: commission. 
It now only remains for Austria’s cred- 
itors to agree to release the pledges 
they hold, on which they havea lien 
for twenty years. 

The Ambassadors’ Council at Paris 
will take up the question in a few days. 
In thé meantime it is hoped that Italy 
will consent to postpohe her claim.

French | Government Informed 
He Refuses to Quit Proposed — 
Neutral Zone-in Silesia. 


BERLIN URGED TO FORCE HIM 


No Action by Entente Expected in 
. Paris Until the Interailied Con-- 
ference Next Month. |

PARIS, June 21.—The French Govern- 
ment has received from General Lerond, 
President~of the Interallied Silesian 
Commission, a report stating that Gen- 


eral Hoefer, commanding, the .German 
irregular troops in Upper Silesia, refuses 
flatly to evacuate his part of the pro- 
posed neutral zone to be drawn between 
the Poles and Germans. The Poles have 
in obedience to orders of the commis- 
sion withdrawn to the line laid down. 

Reports from Oppeln state that the 
German troops hold the following town 
within the so-called neutral. zone: Wy- 
soka, Lemnitz, Charlottentah!, Zembo- 
witz, Schimrowitz, Mischline, Karmerau, 
Kadiub, Grodizisko. Rosimierz, Birawa, 
Nenza, Babitz, Narkowitz and Olsau. 

The French Ambasador at_ Berlin 
makes almost daily calls at the @erman 
Foreign Office to lay before_the Ger- 
man Government reports the French re- 
eeive showing the stubbornness of Gen- 
eral Hoefer and insisting that Serlin 
take action. However, it is the general 
belief heré that the eltuation wili re- 
main about as it is until the Interallied 
Conference takes place next month. 
Even if the Allied Commission at Op- 
pein, which has been asked anew to try 
and agree on a boundary line, succeeds 
in aohng so, its solution must be ap- 
proved hy the allied Premiers, 

France is in somewhat of a quandary 
over the Silesian situation. The extreme 
Nationalists. .think Premier Briand 
should threaten Berlin ‘with occupation 
of: the Ruhr if Hoefer is not recalled. 
However, M. Briand places great hope in 
the Wirth Government's strengthening 
itself and carrying out: its reparation 
promises. Were a threat of occupation 
of the Ruhr made at this time it is rea- 
lized it might’ cause the fall of Wirth 
and endless difficulties with the succeed- 
ing Berlin Government. an, 

It is recognized here that Dr. Wirth’s 
slowness in acting iwth-regard to Hoefer 
is-a sop to the Right, which frowns upon 
his reparation program, and ,it is the 
hope of M. Briand that continual pres- 
sure may produce the result of the re- 
call of Hoefer without heroic measures 
on the part of the Allies. It is interesting 
to note that while it is the Right of the 

rman Parliament ‘which makes 
trouble for Wirth in the Silesian affaig, 
it is the Right of the French Parliament 
which may force Briand to take sterner 
measures. ; 

In a word, the French Government be- 
lieves the Wirth Government can recall 
Hoefer if it wishes. The French Govern- 
ment believes that. a threat to occupy 
the Ruhr would bring the withdrawal uf 
Hoefer’s men from Silesia. However, M. 
Briand, being’ a cautious man, seeks to 
exhaust all other possibilities before 
taking military action ecause he_ be- 
Meves the Wirth Government, which is 
showing itself amenable on the repara- 
tions, might thereby tumble, and he 
seeks to give the Chancellor every 
chance to make good. 

But that does not mean abandonment 
of the French position that Poland 
should et the larger part of the 
Silesian industrial region. ;

After an important Cabinet meeting this 
morning it was learned that the German 
Government continues to stand part on 
the position that ‘‘ under the peace 
treaty and plebiscite result Upper Silesia 
must remain undivided with Germany.” 

The Wirth Government has become 
more nervous owing to a report that 
Lloyd George had dodged answering a 
question in Parliament regarding Upper 
Silesia.

Reports, 
too, that Count Sforza has proposed a 
new plan for partitioning Upper Silesia 
and giving Poland the lion’s share of 
the industrial region has not made the 
Government feel happier.

Accordingly, more than two and 
one-half years after the Spartacide-com- 
munist uprisings, the Prussian Minister 
of the Interior has just promulgated a de- 
cree that communists cannot hold office 
in the Prussian Government.

The decree is on the argument 
that communists confessedly favor the 
overturn of the existing lawful Govern- 
ment, hence if permitted to be a part 
of the governmental machinéry they 
might not strive to maintain it.

ABOUT MISSING SHIPS 


Some Local Authorities Credit 
Less to Pirates, More to 
Natural Accidents. 


In accounting for. the fate of ten ves- 
sels that have mysteriously disappeared 
in a little more than a year, local ship- 
ping men incline more toward the the- 
oy of conga mines and natural acci- 

ents pee 9 to the activities of pirates 
or BolsheVist marauders... Piracy with- 
out a doubt still exists, ‘‘as it has 
since the Pa J of the Phoenicians,’’ as 
Captain O. O. W. Parker, Marine Su- 
erintendent of the Shipping Board 
ere, puts it, but ship owners said yes- 
terday that it seemed unlfkely that sea 
sphere could have. preyed gn many 

ps without the fact becoming known. 

In support of their contention those 
who scouted the piracy idea pointed out 
that the use of wireless apparatus 
aboard vessels was becoming almost 
universal, that the commerce lanes of 
the ocean were more crowded than ever 
before and that there was an interna- 
tional patrol which Kept close watch of 
what was going on. 

it was recalled that on the occasion 
of the recent visit of the Prince of 
Monaco phat royal scientist spoke of. 
his study of floating mines, which he 
said constituted: a menace to naviga- 
tion. He told how these’ mines, 
loosened from their moorings to which 
they had been fixed ‘by the warring 
nations, were drifting across the At- 
lantic and back. Some shipping men 
insisted that the fate of some of the 
missing vessels might be attributed to 
this cause.

WOMEN JURORS. 

The jJundical capacity of the newly 
enfranchised sex has had an unusual 
test in the Cleveland Court of Common 
Pleas. Numerous acquittals and over- 
lenient: verdicts in Ohio had’ brought 
the’ whole jury system under fire. 
Judge FLorence E. ALLEN rose to 
the.crigis by ‘‘ mixing the sexes."" Ac- 
knowlédging certain resujtant *‘ incon> 
veniences,” she finds that they are less 
serious than is generally imagined and 
are more than.counterbalanced by the 
higher average of intelligence, and by 
the womanly qualities of conscientious- 
ness and the sense of responsibility. 
Reporting on her experience in The 
Woman. Citizen, she says: ‘J almost 
** never have a woman ask to be ex- 
** cused from a jury. except on. the 
** ground of having little clitldren.’’ 
‘The cases tried before mixed juries 
included robbery, burglary, larceny, 
carrying ‘concealed weapons, forgery, 
rape; manslaughter and murder. In 
murder cases many women were ex- 
cused because .they were opposed to 
capital punishment; but so were many 
men. So far ab leniency is concerned, 
“ generalizations cannot be made as to 
‘women jurors any more than .as 
“to men jurors.” In one notorious 
murder case the only woman. on 
the jury “was ‘steadfast’ for con- 
viction.” In another the only wo-; 
man. was foreman, and the ver- 
dict was guilty, without ea recom- 
mendation. for mercy,.the penalty be- 
ing death.

WALL STREET AND THE COUNTRY. 

Among the reassuring features at 
present is the indifference of well- 
informed: people to the agitation and 
anxieties of Wall Street practitioners,

‘of high-class securities offered to in- 


vestors through financial advertising. 
Those who seek this over-the-counter 
business do not spend money in adver- 
tising unless they are getting results.

The road has just reduced 
its dividend to the lowest for a gen- 
eration, and its stockholders are more, 
numerous than ever before, when its 
shares are near the lowest price ever 
known. There is nothing peculiar 
about this. An incomplete list of 
nearly. twoscore leading railways 
shows that their total of stockholders 
has increased through the recent try- 
ing years frofn 488,621 in 1919 to 
467,368 last year and 509,003 this 
year. Nor are the rails algne in this 
record. The American Telephone 
Company within a decade has in- 
creased its stockholders by 100,000, to 
188,699. At the end of its first quar- 
ter this year ‘the . Steel Corporation 
had 104,876 stockholders. The record 
shows that 75 per cent. was held by 
investors, the quantity. of shares float- 
ing in brokers’ accounts being a mini- 
mum, as the legitimate holdings were a 
maximum. Fifty leading industrials 
show an increase of their shareholders 
from 643,362 in 1919 to 712,929 last 
year and 868,183 this year,.a gain of 
22 per cent. during an unusual fall 
of prices. In not a few cases thou- 
sands of. wage earners hold among 
them thousands of shares of the com- 
panies which employ them. 

This seems to show something better 
than confidence in Wall Street—confi- 
dence in the country, its industries 
and its institutions. We are many 
minded about many things, but we are 
single minded in belief about one 
thing—that the future is to be bettef 
than the present, that minorities of 
either labor or capital cannot sub- 
merge our majority, that our counsels 
will be guided by reason and not by 
revolution. We are thinking about 
the substance of things more than 
about: market quotations. We know 
that our factories can produce more 
goods, our farms more crops, and 
that our railways can carry more 
cars of goods than ever before. 
The politicians who think it popular 
to cheapen the property of the people 
by trifling with wild notions may take 
warning from these facts that this is a 
nation ef capitalists—of six million 
farmers, six million owners of their 
own homes, and of several times the 
total of both tn shareholders in cor- 
porations. The industries which be- 
long to millions are not like the for- 
tunes which belong to individuals. 
The corporations which our represen- 
tatives think it popular to bait are 
better managed than either the unions 
of wage earners or the Government of 
all of us.. The Government is solvent, 
because it can. take what it likes of 
the common property, but there is no 
Government which is not ill managed 
fn a business sense. The country is 
taking néte of what is going on and 
comparing promises with perform- 
ances. When the time is ripe there

MYSTERIES OF THE SEA. 
The story of missing American ships, 
with hints of piracy, including seizure 
and spiriting away for the benefit of 
Soviet Russia, may be thought a strain 
on credulity. Mr. Batrour said the 
other day that sometimes it seemed to 
him that nothing very remarkable had 
occurred in his lifetime before 1914. 
Dull and prosaic were the days when 
BRIGHT and GLADSTONE and SALISBURY, 
and even the theatrical DrsRag 1, 
strutted upon the stage—dull and pro- 
saic compared with the period of 
1914-1921. What is to be expected 
when law is flouted and violence ram- 
pant but a flaring up of” piracy? 
After all great wars there has been a 
recrudescence of it. Black Sea ad- 
venturers, disguised as passengers or 
sailors, raided the French’ packet 
Souirah near Batum a year ago, 
“held up ” and robbed the passengers, 
and then rowed ashore with their plun- 
der, Since the armistice there have 
been well authenticated tales of piracy 
in the Adriatic and on the Yangtse. 
So it will not do to dismiss the mys- 
tery of the five -masted Portland 
schooner Carol Deering, out of Rio 
Janeiro, “as an audacious invention. 
Who has been able to account for the 
full-sailed Marie Cebeste, with every- 
thing in place and not a soul aboard, 
tranquilly moving over the face of the 
ocean? 

That mystery confounded even the 
writers of sea stories. The Carol -Deer- 
ing, found stranded off Diamond 
Shoals, had all her sails set, é6very- 
thing was shipshape, a meal was on 
the Captain’s table, but her small 
boats were gone. A bottle picked up 
on the sand contained ‘this amaz- 
ing message: ‘‘ An oil-burning tanker 
“or submarine has boarded us and 
“placed our crew in irons.” Who 
could these pirates have’ been? ,

Executors Refuse to Pay Note 
the Late President Was Said 
to Have Endorsed. 


CASE IS PUT. UP TO SWANN 


Colonel’s Signature Questioned and 
Doubt Ie Cast on identity of 
Maker of Note. 


A petition filed in the Supreme Court 
yesterday by the executors of the estate 
of Theodore Roosevelt, asking the court 
to pass on their accounting, ‘discloses a 
curious claim against the late President. 
One of the reasons the executors desire 
to have their administration reviewed 
by the court, though they were not re-. 
quired by the terms of the will to file 
an. accounting, is that they have denied 
the claim and wish to have the estate 
purged of its onus. 

The claimant is Mrs, Emma R. Bur- 
kett of Hillsdale, Ind. She demands 
$69,900 and interest from June 21, 1912 
alleging. that on that date she advance 
to one Charles J. Shunson the sum 
hamed on Shunson’s note, endorsed by 
ils enh Roosevelt. The note never 

aid, according to Mrs. Burkett, 
wis as made’ repeated demands for 
satisfaction of her claim upon Roose- 
velt and Kobbe, attorneys for the ex- 
ecutors. On April 12 o ‘last year the 
attorneys notified Mrs. Burkett that the

Signature on Note Doubted. 


The reasons set forth for rejection of 
the claim, both by the attorneys and the 
Roosevelt heirs, were learned yesterday 
when an explanation of the unusual 
item in the accounts of the estate was 
sought. 

It was asserted by one of the lawyers 
handling the estate that it was believed 

t Charles J. Shunson was a mythical 

erson. Next, he said; those concerned 
n the settlement were convinced that 
the signature of Theodore Roosevelt don 
the note was not genuine. This belief, 
it is understood, was grounded both in 
an examination of the document itself 
and in the known fact that the Colonel 
throughout his lifetime was reluctant to 
affix his name to promissory paper. 

A still more startling assertion was 
made by the lawyer when he went on to 
declare that the whole question of the 
note and of Mrs. Burkett’s connection 
with it had been placed in the hands of 
District Attorney Swann. He did not 
recall just when nor by whom that ac- 
tion was taken. Mr. Swann was out of 
the city last night and could not be 
reach Joab H. Banton, his chief ag- 
sistant, did not recall any complaint of 
ae nature described having been filed 
with the District Attorney, but was not 
certain that none had been. 


Would Investigate Claimant. 


When further elucidation of the note 
incident was sought from the lawyer, 
he said investigation of the claimant in 
her home town ‘‘ would reveal interest- 
ing details.’’ Nothing more specific than 
that could be got from him. 

Search of available biographical data 
last night failed to disclose the exist- 
ence of any such person as Charles J. 
Shunson, whose name appears never to: 
have been associated with that of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. On June 21, 1912, 
Colonel Roosevelt was in Chicago and 
very busy. It was, in fact, the eve of 
his bolt from the Republican Party and 
his acceptance of the Bull Moose nomi- 
nation for the Presidency. 

Further reasons advanced by the ex- 
ecutors for desiring an accounting in 
court were uncertainty as to what parts 
of the income and outgo during their 
administration. should be credited or 
charged to the corpus of the estate and 
what parts should be entered under in- 
come. Further, the petitioners explained 
that they had vught and sold prop- 
erty and had accumulated a large num- 
ber of checks and other papers relative 
to transactions concerning the estate. 

The executors are Mrs. Theodore 
(Edith K.) Roosevelt, former Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt and George Emlin 
Roosevelt.

Police Discover That Daguebert’s

PARIS, June 21.—A remarkable in- 
stance of what appears to be inherited 
criminal tendency has been found in the 
case of Daguebert, the garagekeeper at 
Marquise, near Boulogne, who shot an 
Englishman named Gourlay.and buried 
the body in his garden last November. 
The murder was one of the most pre- 
meditated and cold-blooded that has 
been known in France for some time, 
and, apart from the interest aroused by 
the discovery of the crime six months

uebert appears to have invited 
Gourlay to luncheon with him and to 
have shot him in the head while he was 
signing a receipt for’the sale of an au- 
tomobile. To drown the noise of the 
shot Daguebert had kept a phonograph 
playing ‘*‘ Tipperary,’’ as loudly as pos- 
sible the whole time. He kept the body 
hidden in his garage all day and buried 
it in the garden at night, im a ‘hole 
which, it is stated, he had dug in readi- 
ness the day before. 

According to the police, Daguebert has 
been involved in several other crimes 
and was at the time of his arrest plan- 
ning to murder another man with the 
intention of getting hold of some auto- 
mobiles without payment. 

And ‘now the curious fact has been 
discovered that one of the grandfathers 
of this particularly cold-blooded mur- 
derer was guillotined at Marquise in 
1871, after having terrorized the district 
for many years. This man’s name was 
Leducq, and, according to local tradi- 
tion, he was involved in half a dozen 
murders which he carried out: so skill- 
fully that he was never suspected till 
an accident betrayed him. As his grand- 
son did in the case of Gourlay, he mur- 
dered his victims in the simplest way 
and then laid a false scent to take sus- 
picion away from himself. Robbery was 
usually his object, although among his 
victims were women as well as men. 
All were murdered in circumstances 
‘which pointed to careful premeditation 
and utter contempt for life,

83 KILLED IN GERMAN MINE. 


Firedamp Caused Explosion in West- 
phalia—-100 Men Injured, — 


BERLIN, June 21.—The toll of death 
in the explosion in the Mont Cenis mine 
near Herne, Westphalia, on Sunday, to- 
day had reached eighty-three. One 
hundred were injured, and some of them 
are reported to be in a dying condition. 
The disaster was due to an explosion of 
ftiredamp. 

Twelve hundred men were working in 
the mine when a double explosion took 
place. So violent was the concussion 
that miners working a half-mile away 
were knocked down and injured. The 
bodies of a number of men were burned 
in the fire which followed.

PROBLEM OF LIVING VITAL 


Hungary, Says Mr. Du Bols, Claims 
Balanced Budget—Conditions 
Elsewhere in Europe. 


According to. Charles G. Du: Bois, 
President, of the Western Blectric Com- 
any, who is home from a six wéeks’ 
tour of France, SWitzerland, Austria, 
Hungary, Germany, Belgtum and Eng- 
land, Germany is in a position today to 
undersell the world on most manufac- 
tured articles. Industrially, he said, 
Germany seems to be as efficient as 


in the currency of other countries, com- 
petent workers eager to produce and 
reparation more or less settled, are all 
factors which will enable Germany to 
turn out many lines of manufactured 
articles to sell profitably for less money 
than any other country.. Mr. Du Bois 


‘calculates that the cost. of German 
labor in the metal working trades, meas- 
ured in dollars, is about one-tenth of 
the cost of equivalent labor here. 

.“ Politically,” he said, ‘‘the various 
Socialist: parties seem to be in the mia- 
jority, but the anti-Socialists are in 
control of the Government, largely be- 
cause the Socialists do not care to as- 
sume control at a time when they vcan- 
not hope to make all their 

It is almost impossible to 
think of Europe as a whole today. Each 
country is faced with different prob- 
lems. In Germany, Austria and 
Hungary, we find an extremely low ex- 
change rate; low wages even in the 
terms of what depreciated’ money will 
buy, and paper money continuing to be 
issued in. large amounts.” 

For the first time, 
Hungary, claims she has balanced her 
budget, does not want outside loans, 
and is preparing to build up from with- 
in. Czechoslovakia and Belgium, he 
finds, are continuing to improve steadily. 
France’s condition .he considered . im- 
proved -economically, although there 
questions 
of foreign relations. In England, Mr. 
Du Bois continued,: the casual traveler 
would hardly have known that any in- 
dustrial trouble existed, although below 
the surface the situation was serious. 

Mr. Du Bois discovered one thing com- 
mon to all European countries, that is 
that people everywhere are thinkin and 
talking about earning a living. ‘‘ There 
is a clearer realization of the long con- 
tinued .hard work necessary before nor- 
er conditions can be restored,’’ he 
said.

The recovery was helped by steadiness 


Jin the Liverpool market, improvement 
Jin securities and reappearance of heavy 


rains in Texas where not needed. But 
Nthe most potent factor came from ab- 
sence of pressure from Southern spot 
interests. For the time being, at least, 
declining contract prices appeared to 
have outrun spot markets, and, almost 
without exception, New York houses 
with Southern connections reported no 
cotton being offered at the decline. Sev- 
eral scattered speculative lines recov- 
ered during the day, causing a 380-point 
recovery. Final prices showed a gain 
of 20 to 22 points. 

Harly trading was active, demand ap- 
pearing from several trade quarters. 
Houses with New Orleans ‘connections 
took contracts from the ring, owing to 
improvement in that market. An open- 
ing decline in securities induced the sale 
of séveral blocks of October, but this 
cotton disappeared readily without de- 
pressing effect on prices. Liverpool did 
not respond to Monday’s decline hera, 
advancing several points and buying 
moderately in New. York. When pro- 


fessional operators saw cotton was in 

demand and the supply of contracts leas 

abundant, a covering movement started 
that advanced prices 20 points. New 

Orleans led New York in this rise, quota- 

tions there showing a 15-point upturn, 

while New York apparently was unde- 
cided. whether to advance or decline. 

Some stop-loss orders were reached, and 

demand for July became a factor. 

No roy quantity of cotton appeared 
or sale during this early upturn, buyers 
eing compelled to bid for contracts to 
obtain the supply needed to fjll ordérs. 

When the stock market recovered and 

rather heavy rains were reported in 

sections of Texas where warm, dry 
weather is now desirable, demand for 
cotton from speculative interests in- 

creased, Contracts were taken in 1,000- 

bale lots in several directions, as con- 

trasted with sales of 5,000 bales on th? 
decline. But the total volume proved 
sufficient to run October over 11.80, an 
advance of 60 points from Monday’s low. 
Buying during the last 15 points came 
from speculaiive interests almost entire- 
ly, cotton going to the same houses that 
sold most heavily last: week. The first 
sign of steadiness in the stock market 
brought this Wall Street covering, but 
the buying. was scattered. ‘ 
Execution of a stop-loss order in July 
at 11 cents represented the culmination 
of the day's reaction. From that point 
on fluctuations became nervous in the 
extreme. Prices broke aback 15 points, 
recovered, broke again under room sell- 
ing until nearly all the advance had 
been lost. But the circulation of boll- 
weevil reports in Texas left sellers less 
aggressive. For the first time in weeks 
no sales were reported at Fort Worth. 

Holders appeared to regard the contract 

decline as excessive, and were reported 

as indifferent to offers made late Mon-. 
day and yesterday. As a result, a cov- 
ering demand improved New York prices 

near the close, October selling at 11.73. 

Exports this week amounted to 47,524 
bales, compared with 35,520 bales in the
